In the aftermath of this season's tvorsl 


and most dangerous storm* hundreds of 
Northwest suburban residents spent the 
weekend reclaiming their damaged prop- 
erty, on in the most severe instances, 
tried to find temporary shelter whiJc 
their homes were restored. 


The fierce summer storm which gener- 


ated lornaefo'Nto ivinds tore through the 
suburbs Friday night causing death and 
injuries, and hundreds nf thousands of 
dollnrs of property damage. 


The rain and high winds tack a path on 


a line from Hoffman Estates to DCS 
PJames and eastward, Extensive damage 
was reported nil along this line while 
communities just trortli and south of the 
wind's path received little damage. 


Among the most severely hit areas was 


the south end of Arlington Heights near 
Forest View High School where roofs of 
buildings were either badly damaged or 
simply torn from the structures, 


MIRACULOUSLY, no otic was injured 


when high winds ripped the roof off two 
buildings in the Shnlamar apartment 
complex forcing at least 2fl persons to 
flee their apartments. 


Among those who loft their apartment 


about it p.m. Friday when the storm hit 
were a 70-year-old woman, Mrs, M, L* 
Sutton, and Vernon Mantling who craw- 
ted from 
his apartment without the 


cratches he normally uses for walking, 
witnesses said. 


According to apartment owner Gerald 


Marcy. most of those evacuated from the 
top floor of the building found temporary 
shelter with other resident of the com- 
plex, "Most people doubled up/1 Marcy 
said- MWe told them they could go to a 
motel if they wanted but most said they 
wanted to stay right here,"

Sometime later the warning was again 
sounded, but this time by the storm it- 
self. Officials speculate that the storm's 
electricity somehow managed to activate 
the siren again. 


OUTSIDE THE immediate path of the 


storm, reports of damage were almost 
non-existent. HoJling Meadows reported 
little or no damage, in Buffalo Grove and 
Wheeling there was minor flooding and 
lightning struck roofs in both commu- 
nities. 


Relatively little damage was reported 


in Schaumburg, 


Three cars smashed by a fallen tree at 


the Schaum-Rose Inn, Schaumburg and 
Hoselle roads, was the worst incident of 
property damage in the village. 


Trees and power lines down near the 


intersections of Rosalie and Schaumburg 
roads and the area of Schaumburg Road 
and Plum Grove Road caused traffic to 
be rerouted through Saturday morning. 
Civil defense, police and fire deportment 
workers combed the village Saturday, 
cutting through downed trees and clear- 
ing the areas the storm had Jeft behind.

Suggested densities 
for townhouses 


range from 7*2 units per acre for four- 
bedroom townhouses to 12,4 units per 
acre for one-bedroom townhouses. 


Maximum apartment densities now 


permitted average about 15 units per 


acre. 


Kesler said he hopes tiie townhouse or- 


dinance will eventually become part of a 
planned development zoning code which 
will wholly eliminate traditional R-S 
apartment zoning. 


At the last townhouse discussion a rep- 


resentative from Miller Builders told the 
plan commission that an ''average" 
townhouse in Arlington Heights would 
probably sell for about $33,000,

Officials To Eye Condo Sketches 


Sixty-seven condominiums will be built 
on four acres at Elk Grove Boulevard 
and Ridge Avenue if zoning is granted 
for multiple-family dwellings, A. J. Del- 
bianco, architect for developer, Bernard 
Wolf, said Friday. 


Delbianco said he would meet with the 
board of trustees, other village officials 
and a plan commission representative at 
a cocktail hour and dinner meeting today 
to discuss preliminary sketches of the 
proposed development. 
THE LAND. WHICH is adjacent to the 
Terrace apartments, is now zoned for 
single-family houses and would have to 
be rezoned to permit the condominiums, 
Delbianco said. 


“ W’e don't anticipate any problem in 
getting approval for the condominiums 
because it (multiple-family) is the logi­ 
cal rezoning of the land." he said. “ It is 
zoned for single-family houses now. but 
no one would want to build next to a 
large apartment complex.'’ 
He said the condominiums would be in 
the $35,000 to $40,000 range and would 


have its own outdoor swimming pool and 
terrace and an indoor parking garage. 
THE 750-UNIT terrace apartment com­ 
plex. also owned by the developer has 
about 20 living units per acre while the 
proposed condominium would have only 
17 units per acre, the architect said. 
Delbianco said if and when formal 


board approval is given, construction 
would start immediately. “ If we get a 
favorable reaction, we’d like to break 
ground in the fall,” he said. 
He said the project would not affect 
homeowners in the village because there 
will be no single-family houses around 
the condominiums, which would be bor­ 


dered by two schools, a church and the 
Terrace apartment complex. 
“ We are holding this informal dinner 
meeting with the village to get the 
board’s reaction to our proposal,” Del­ 
bianco said. “ If the reaction is favorable, 
we will make formal application for the 
rezoning.”

feet south of Prairie Ave. It reportedly 
took 8 policemen to lift the heavy limb 
off the top of the car.

Kretch, who has been in custody of 
both the weapons which police used in 
the raid and those w'hich were seized by 
police from the Panthers, identified the 
police guns Wednesday. Further identi­ 
fication by other officers will be neces­ 
sary before the weapons are introduced 
into evidence. 
The

ments, weapons and a scale model of the 
apartment where the raid occurred has 
taken up most of the time in the first 
week of the trial. Testimony less techni­ 
cal in nature is expected next week.

A spokesman for Lutheran General 
Hospital. 1775 Dempster St., Park Ridge 
told the Herald there was extensive dam­ 
age with a large number of broken win­ 
dows on four floors of the hospital. He 
said power in the hospital was out for a 
short while but added emergency power 
was used until full power was restored 
Saturday. 
Police said Holy Family Hospital had a 
short power failure but was operating at 
full capacity early Saturday morning 
Hundreds of city trees were toppled 
and heavy limbs torn from trees by the 
tomado-like winds. The heaviest tree 
damage appeared to occur on Third and 
Fourth avenues north of Golf Road. 
The storm ripped off part of the roof 
on the locker room and office building at 
Chippewa Park Pool. 123 Eighth Ave. 
The pool and pool deck were filled with 
debris left by the storm. 
Windows of at last IO downtown busi­ 
nesses were broekn by the high winds 
and a 4 feet bv 6 feet sign on the roof of 


Burchards Cleaners, 1406 Prairie Avenue 
fell from the one story roof to the 
ground. 
Traffic was snarled during the storm 
as at least 15 traffic lights and two rail­ 
road crossing gates were not operating 
because of power failures. 
Roofs on several north west side homes 
were damaged by falling tree limbs and 
flying debris. Police said no injuries in 
homes were reported by Des Plaines 
residents. 
Lt. 
Auggie Schwiesow of the Des 
Plaines police was injured Friday night 
during the storm when he tried to close a 
window at the police station. The window 
reportedly broke from the winds and 
Schwiesow was taken to Holy Family 
Hospital where he underwent surgery for 
eight severed tendons in his wTist. 
No official estimate of the damage has 
been released yet but a Des Plaines po­ 
lice sergeant told the Herald the total 
cost of repairs and ciean-up work would 
probably reach $1 million. 


Hoffman Estates: $500,000 Damage 


High winds ripped through the south­ 
east end of Hoffman Estates Friday 
night demolishing homes and causing an 
estimated $500,000 in damages, but not 
one injury was reported. 
The path of destruction began at Ber­ 
kley Lane near Grand Canyon Parkway, 
hop-scotching its way toward Conant 
High School, which went untouched by 
the storm. 
But not so at Fairview Elementary 
School, 146 Arizona Blvd , which was ex­ 
tensively damaged when large roof sec­ 
tions were torn from the building and 
windows were broken througnout. 
Personal property damage was most 
severe in the duplex homes along Ber 
kley Lane and Grissom streets, and in 
Parcel C at the Buckeye Drive-Chandler 
Lane intersection. 
Gas lines were broken sending resi­ 
dents fleeing from their homes across 


the area, and electrical lines were down 
leaving large pockets of the community 
without power. A transformer damaged 
on Bode Road west of Roselle Road sent 
sparks into the air, lighting the sky dur­ 
ing the early hours Saturday until Com­ 
monwealth Edison crew workers could 
begin servicing the area. 
“ We didn t have a damn fire. I don’t 
know how lucky we can get.” said Chief 
Carl Selke of the Hoffman Estates Fire 
fighters worked well into the night on 
salvage efforts while police and civil de­ 
fense personnel provided additional aid. 
But 
Selke, 
whose 
home 
suffered 
serious damage, like most in the midst of 
the tornado-like onslaught, was most 
amazed by the void of injuries. 
He said the wind began its ripping path 
at about ll p.m. Friday and had cleared 
the area in less than two minutes. 
Damage began on Berkley Lane where 


a construction trailer was !>fted into the 
air and smashed into a duplex being 
built there. Both were demolished. 
The roofs were lifted off several resi­ 
dences along Berkley Lane and dozens of 
window's were broken as the high wind 
moved across to Grissom Street in the 
same destructive fashion. 
Ironies were great during the after­ 
math where duplex homes were viewed 
with one unit destroyed by the storm 
while the other unit, joined by a common 
wall, was left totally intact. 
Then, in a selective like way, the winds 
‘ decapitated a house at 138 W. Bode 
Rd.; toppled the steeple of the First 
Christian Church of Hoffman Estates, Il­ 
linois Boulevard and Roselle Road: and 
tore apart a large section of the house at 
105 Forest View' Ln. 
L o o k i n g Saturday at Cumberland 
Street homes that back onto Roselle 


Road it could be seen where the frames 
of picket fences were left standing while 
homes there were near buried in the de­ 
bris of pointed wooden strips, fallen 
trees, and a storage shed lifted off its 
foundation and sent flying across a back­ 
yard there. 
Across the entire Parcel C subdivision 
were sporadic scenes of demolished cars, 
collapsed garages, and devastated swim­ 
ming pools. Also plentiful * ore fallen 
trees and antennas and broken windows. 
Yet, no place was hit worse than the 
two homes at 103 and 105 Buckeye Dr., 
where the roofs and wall sections were 
torn clear of the homes occupied by ll 
persons. 
A swimming pool was found sitting 
atop a telephone pole behind the two 
dwellings Friday night and strips of 
aluminum siding were still hanging from 
the wires on Saturday.

A request for additional federal funds 
for

dispatch police radio system was ap­ 
proved last week by the Chicago Cook 
County Law Enforcement Commission. 
However, before the communities re­ 
ceive any of the $50,533 in federal funds 
they are seeking, the request will go to a 
standing committee of the Illinois Law 
Enforcement Commission and the com­ 
mission itself for approval. In all. a 
$103,633 supplemental grant 
is 
being 
sought with the other $53,100 being sup­ 
plied by the three communities, mostly 
for personnel and construction costs. 
P r e v i o u s l y , a grant of $605,461 
($314,561 in federal funds) was acquired 
for the project under which dispatching 
for all three police departments will be 
done from one central location, the Ar­ 
lington Heights police station, on a fre­ 
quency only used by the three depart­ 
ments. 
THE SYSTEM will probably start Sept. 
I, according to Elk Grove Village Police 
Chief Harry Jenkins, project director. 
Jenkins said last week he felt certain 
statements in last week’s Herald story 
gave the wrong impression. 
He said that while it is true all the 
radio dispatching will be done from Ar­ 
lington Heighs, each of the other two sta­ 
tions will have an information desk to 
handle 
non-emergency 
calls 
and 
to 
handle citizens who come rn to the sta­ 
tion. 
“ There will be no decrease in service,” 
he said. “ If the program works well, and 
we think it will, it will clear police lines 
so that calls can be handled faster.” 
He said that ll departments now use 
the radio frequency that Mount Prospect. 
Arlington Heigts and Elk Grove Village 


use. 
HE ALSO said the Herald incorrectly 
stated that some of the personal radio 
equipment for the policemen had already 
arrived and is in use. 
He said this equipment was ordered 
July I. The new radios will operate on a 
different frequency than

ones. Mount Prospect Police Chief Bert 
Giddens said, however, that some of his 
men’s present radios could probably be 
switched to the new frequency. 
Jenkins said the additional funds were 
being sought because of increased costs 
of equipment and “ modifications in the 
entire system.” 


He said an answer should be coming 
from the ILEC within the next several 
weeks, and that the request approved 
yesterday included a $20,000 console for 
the Mount Prospect police station if it 
proves necessary. Mount Prospect offi­ 
cials had been concerned this would be 
dropped from the request. 


Area Lib rary District Move ll eleonied 


A plan to move the North Suburban 
Library District to Dundee Road east of 
the Wheeling post office received a 
welcome from the Wheeling Plan Com­ 
mission Thursday night. 
The commission waived the prelimi­ 
nary plat for the project because it in­ 
volves only a two-lot subdivision and re­ 
quires no engineering. The library dis­ 
trict's proposed building would occupy 
the west 175 feet of street front on 7.8 
acres owned by Chrysler Realty Corp. of 
Detroit. 
In 1970, the land was rezoned for a 
Chrysler automobile dealership. The plan 
was later abandoned, and the property 
put up for sale. Plans for the remaining 
property are indefinite. 


The North Suburban Library District is 
a service organization for 31 libraries in 
the northern Chicago suburbs — one of 
17 such organizations in the state.The 
proposed 10.000-15.000 square foot build­ 
ing would be the home office for the dis­ 
trict. housing a library reference center 
and the inter-library loan system in the 
area. 
“ W H EELIN G 
MARKS the 
approxi­ 
mate center of this north suburban dis­ 
trict,” said Robert R. McClarren. sys­ 
tems director for the district. “ It seemed 


appropriate to move to Wheeling from 
our Morton Grove location, which we 
now lease.” 
The library district chose the Dundee 
Road property because it is in the center 
of town. “ One of the criteria for the se­ 
lection of this property was its visibil­ 
ity,” 
McClarren 
said. 
He 
explained 
people often come from out of town to 
visit the library district. 


“ And because of its nighttime use by 
board members, there was a concern 
about being in an isolated area.” he 
added. 
McClarren estimated that the center 
would have IO to 12 visitors a day in ad­ 
dition to the district’s eight employes. 
The only other traffic would be gener­ 
ated by a fleet of three small vans and 
two station wagons that transport books 
in the inter-library loan operation. 
Because the district is a governmental 
body operated with state funds, the oper­ 
ation is tax exempt. In spite of its tax 
exempt status, the members of the com­ 
mission expressed enthusiasm for the 
plan. 
“ I like the idea of being in here with 
something that wouldn’t generate a lot of 
traffic,” commission member Wilfred 
Sommer said. “ It sounds good to me.” 


Commission member Raymond Way- 
mel added. “ Anything would be a wel­ 
come addition to gas stations, restau­ 
rants and parking.” 
Because the library is anxious to move 
as quickly as possible, representatives 
have scheduled presentation of the final 
plat at the next plan commission meet­ 
ing. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the commission 
approved plans for a new 32.000-square- 
foot Sears catalog surplus store next to 
the Dunhurst Shopping Center. The new 
store would be southwest of the National 
Food Store with an entrance to the store 
parking lot from Jenkins Court as well 
as Dundee Road. 


Commission members expressed con­ 
cern that the entrance from Jenkins 
Court w'ould bring truck traffic into that 
residential area. Plans for the store were 
sent on to the village board with a rec­ 
ommendation that if traffic problems 
should develop on 
Jenkins 
Court, 
a 
weight limit should be posted on the 
road. 
The commission also approved the fi­ 
nal plat for the first addition to Sand- 
pebble Walk condominiums, noting there 
were still a few minor corrections and 
additions that needed to be made.

men who refuse their nation," 


CONNALLY MET with Ni*on and Dr. 


Henry A, Kissinger, Nixon's chief foreign 
policy advise to report on a 35-day 
round the world trip to la countries, 


But he left little doubt that much of the 


conversation concerned domestic politi- 
cal affairs, 


Connaily, who was the only Democrat 


In the Nixon cabinet until he resigned 
last May and is highly regarded by the 
President, was asked whether he \touUE 


accept the job of vice president,

In the melee following the nomination 
of Sen. George McGovern, an attractive 
young woman, close to tears, forged her 
way through the surge of humanity to 
seek out state Rep. Clyde L. Choate of 
Anna, chairman of the Illinois delega­ 
tion. 
“ Mr. Choate,” she said with feeling, “ I 
just wanted to tell you how much I have 
enjoyed meeting you and working with 
you.” 
“Honey." replied Choate, grasping her 


preferred hand and turning on his best 
Southern Illinois grin, “ It isn’t over yet. 
We got a lot of work to do together.” 
“ Oh, yes,” she remembered. “ There's 
a caucus tomorrow', isn’t there?” 
That encounter between the enchanted 
young member of the rebellious Illinois­ 
ans, who had such a profound effect on 
the 1972 Democratic Convention, and the 
battle-scarred Choate illustrates a point 
about this convention. 
The Singer people, the many first-time 
women delegates, many of the young, the 


blocks, the Chicanos went to Miami Beach 
under the leadership of a shrewd and 
thorough political organization. 
With an amazing discipline, achieved 
less through political know-how than 
through the faith of the volunteers in 
their cause and the goodness of their lea­ 
ders, they won most of the battles — and 
even lost one when it became apparent 
they had to lose it to win some bigger 
ones. 
When the sun rose on the battlefield on 
Friday morning, these recruits marched 


home united in the conviction that the 
war had been won. 
Singer and Jesse Jackson and Frank 
Mankewicz probably have not fallen into 
that assumption. But the feeling was ob­ 
vious among the troops. 


For Choate and the other power-bro- 
kers of the old guard Democrats — in­ 
cluding the displaced Mayor Daley — the 
situation was more like Gen. MacArthur 
abandoning the Philippines. They had 
been surprised, outgunned, beaten back. 
But for them the war was just beginning. 
They shall return. 


Among the old guard. Mayor Daley un­ 
questionably suffered in his political 
prestige. His national prestige suffered 
in 1968. too, when he became the object 
of outrage by people across the nation. 
But as he was berated in the national 
press, he gained even more devotion 
from his followers back home. And that 
is where it counts, ultimately, for the 
mayor of Chicago. 


Those who understand the fanaticism 
of the Daley legions are of the opinion 
that wiiile he lost in Miami Beach, he 
gained at home. 


Many of these young Democrats were 
overcome by a feeling of well-being after 
they succeeded in throwing Daley out of 
the convention, and after they achieved 
the honor of giving McGovern the win­ 
ning votes for the nomination. 
They found it easy to convince them­ 
selves that the mayor is. after all, a 
Democrat; that his goal in life is to elect 
Democratic candidates; that to help his 
local Democrats, he must help the top of 
the ticket; that the mayor will come 
around. 
Two thoughts intrude upon that feel­ 
ing: 


—The top of the ticket consists of 
George McGovern, whose followers kick­ 
ed Daley out of the convention, and; 
—Daniel Walker, Democratic nominee 
for 
governor 
who 
has 
scrupulously 
scorned alliance with Daley. 
Election of these two men can do noth­ 
ing but further tarnish Daley’s image (rf 
power. To support them actively would 
be to give up another piece of his power 
without a fight. 
The mayor refused to do that in the 
contest of his seating at the convention. 
It is hard to imagine him doing it in No­ 
vember.

Fate Did Dim In 
For Humphrey, An Obituary

Thirteen years ago, I sat with Hubert 
Humphrey one evening hi a New York 
hotel room as he gazed eagerly upon the 
prospect of the presidency for the first 
time. 


He would not admit to powerful ambi­ 
tion. He said he was being propelled to­ 
ward the high quest by liberal friends. 
They were investing great hope in him, 
hope born from his celebrated eight-hour 
Kremlin talk with then Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev in that spring of 1959. The 
talk caught the world’s attention. 
On a steamy July ll in Miami Beach, 
that long, long quest finally flickered out. 
With a sad face and a tear, Humphrey 
spoke the words of withdrawal from the 
1972 presidential race. There will never 
be another try. His thanks to friends for 
their loyalty “ these many years” had the 
sound of true finality. 


His last moments on the big stage had 
the grace and dignity that 
unhappily 
were missing so often in recent days as 
he was making his desperate, climactic 
lunge for the office that eluded him for 
almost a decade and a half. 
I am just one among many reporters 
who saw Hubert 
through 
the 
whole 
course. We all liked him at personal 


range. He was decent, genuinely com­ 
mitted to his causes, zestful, and funny. 
Since his purposes were high and his 
labors prodigious, Humphrey by 1960 had 
come to feel he was fit for the White 
House. 
But, almost from those first steps on 
that first mile, he began to believe he 
was dogged by ill fortune. It was a con­ 
viction which grew in time, and nearly- 
engulfed him at the end. 
It was his poor luck to make his initial 
try against the late, glamorous John F. 
Kennedy. By mid-May that year, Kenne­ 
dy had crushed him in West Virginia and 
he w as out of the race. 
Two months earlier, on a brutally cold 
morning in Wisconsin, I first saw him 
give way to that feeling of being dogged 
by fate. He thought he w-as the victim of 
an unfair news story. He was enraged. 
He muttered for hours about the handi­ 
caps of a poor South Dakota boy running 
against the wealthy, lionized Kennedys. 
“ All I ’ve got is Humphrey’s drug 
store.” he said. 
He really was never his best self again 
in that 1960 campaign. His anger trig­ 
gered some demagogic impulse, and he 
often spoke recklessly in the fruitless 
days ahead. 
Once beaten, he shook off that mood. 


The Kennedys helped by showing him 
warm compassion the night of his West 
Virginia defeat. 
Thereafter, his course was up again. 
He advanced to authority in the Senate, 
and fought more good fights. His self- 
confessed flaws were still there. He 
talked too much, proposed too much, 
claimed too much. “ It must be some 
thing in my glands,” he said. 
Then, in 1964, with Kennedy gone and 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
president, 
his 
new 
chance for the presidency took shape. It 
came to the full in 1968 when he won the 
Democratic nomination. 


Yet, once more, fate burdened Humph­ 
rey. He was linked tightly that time to an 
unpopular Johnson and a controversial 
war. Emerging from the bitterness of 
Chicago, he battled valiantly but lost 
narrowly to Richard Nixon. 
It w’as that feeling of having been done 
in by the fates that let him to try in 1972. 
He would not believe his time was past. 
Thinking himself free of old burdens, he 
was sure he could win and believed he 
had earned victory. 
In December, 1971, he told me: “ This 
is my show.” Here in Miami Beach half 
a year later, he sadly saw that it wasn't.

Seeks To Form Democrats For

SAN CLEM EN TE. Calif. (IT I) - For­ 
mer Treasury Secretary John B. Con­ 
nelly emerged from a three-hour meet­ 
ing with President Nixon Friday and an­ 
nounced he would attempt to organize 
disenchanted Democrats behind Nixon's 
reelection. 
He accused Democratic presidential 
nominee George S. McGovern of sabotag­ 
ing Nixon’s efforts to negotiate an end to 
the Vietnam conflict by promising he 
wmuld withdraw all U.S. forces from 
Vietnam within 90 days of his election. 
He also blasted McGovern for some of 
his other positions. 
He said McGovern's plan to cut S30 bil­ 
lion from the defense budget would “ gut 
it,” the plan to give $1,000 to every man, 
woman and child in the country was “ the 
height of fiscal irresponsibility,” and his 
position on granting amnesty to persons 
avoiding the draft was “ a glorification of 
men who refuse their nation.” 


CONNALLY M ET with Nixon and Dr. 
Henry A. Kissinger, Nixon’s chief foreign 
policy adviser, to report on a 35-day 
round the wrorld trip to 18 countries. 
But he left little doubt that much of the 
conversation concerned domestic politi­ 
cal affairs. 
Connally. who wras the only Democrat 
in the Nixon cabinet until he resigned 
last May and is highly regarded by the 
President, was asked whether he would 


accept the job of vice president. 
He said he did not expect to be offered 
the job and had “ no such ambitions.” 
He stopped short, however, of saying 
he would turn it down if offered. 
Connally, a former Texas governor 
who served in Washington under two 
Democratic 
administrations, 
blasted 
McGovern as being -‘too isolationist in 
character and also too radical in charac­ 
ter.” 
“ FOR THE FIRST time in my life I'm 
going to do everything in my powder to 
try and see President Nixon re-elected,” 
Connally said. 
He said the Nixon-McGovern race fur­ 
nished voters with “ a very clear choice.” 
He characterized Nixon as a man of 
“ great courage” w-ho has made a “ very 
significant contribution to peace in the 
w'orld.” 
Asked for his assessment on the chan­ 
ces for reaching a negotiated settlement 
of the Vietnam war, Connally replied 
they were good but had been harmed by 
McGovem's stand, wrhich “ frankly sabo­ 
tages the efforts of this administration to 
end the war and bring home our troops 
and prisoners.” 
Connally said he would be undertaking 
several special projects on Nixon’s be­ 
half over the coming months. He said the 
projects would be announced by the 
President within a couple of weeks. 
They would be temporary or part-time, 
he said, and he planned to return to his 


old law firm in Houston. 
Connally said he planned to remain a 
Democrat while working on Nixon's be­ 
half and left open the possibility of head­ 
ing up the formalized Democrats for Nix­ 
on movement. 


He said he thought this should in no 
way impair his good standing as a 
Democrat, pointing out that McGovern 
came into politics in 1948 supporting the 
Progressive Party, headed by Henry 
Wallace.

I tion of the head, particularly some of the 
I gadgets that induce swinging motion to 
* the side or up and down, can cause this 
* problem. 
* 
Motion sickness is caused by the inner 
) ear. We have three little circular canals 
J inside each ear which serve as a balance 
; mechanism. Literally, they measure the 
* displacement of the head in any direc- 
»tion. When you’re spinning around and 
I around, these little canals perceive the 
\ movement and send a signal to the 
J brain. If a person has poor tolerance to 
J this, he will get motion sickness. 
* 
This reaction occurs in most normal 
* people if there is enough motion. You 
* can become conditioned to motion so it is 
J not quite so bad. This is what happens 
j with a prolonged sea voyage. The main 
j difficulty occurs the first few days be­ 
lt** 


cause these sensitive balance mecha­ 
nisms are receiving a lot more stimulus 
than usual. After the body adapts to this, 
there may be no significant dizziness. Af­ 
ter a long sea voyage, some individuals 
will develop motion sickness after they 
get on land. This is because the stimulus 
is decreased. It’s the change in the stim­ 
ulus of motion that really causes the 
problem. 
The 
important 
thing 
about 
taking 
medicine for motion sickness is to take 
the medicine before the attack strikes 
and not after it has already happened. In 
other words, the medicine works better 
to prevent the problem than to cure it. 
For airplane trips and short periods, ob­ 
viously, the medicine would be used be­ 
fore the trip and wt)uld usually solve the 
problem. For longer trips, one might 
need to take the medicine for the dura­ 
tion of the trip itself. For long sea voy­ 
ages that you mentioned, I don’t think 
you’d really need it except for the first 
several days. 
Marezine, wrhich you mentioned, is one 
of the popular medicines used to prevent 
motion sickness and is highly satisfac­ 
tory. Dramimine and Bonine are sim ilar 
medicines that are commonly used. If a 
person takes a very large dose, he may 
notice some drowsiness and dryness of 
the mouth. These are the principal com­ 
plications.

If you ask me, I think 
George has killed more people over there 
in Vietnam than everybody else put to­ 
gether.” 


Still, even in this lukewarm atmos­ 
phere, even without the hoorays and 
hoopla, there is in Mitchell and through­ 
out the state fair respect for the 49-year- 
old onetime precher, professor and insur­ 
ance salesman. “I mean he’s done good 
for himself” is another way of saying 
“wow.” 
As a leftist peacenik he may be, as the 
Democratic county chairman here says, 
“Like Jesus in Jerusalem,” but even his 
political enemies admit their awe. Says 
one GOP leader: “When ole George was 
a kid he was so poor he went barefoot. 
Now he’s become one of the most re­ 
spected and admired men in the country. 
Gawd Almighty, who would have ever 
thought it possible?” 


WHO INDEED? Apparently nobody. 
People who remember McGovern as a 
lad say he was common as chickweed. 
Born in Avon, SD., (current pop. 600) 
McGovern was one of four Depression 
era children of a respected but somewhat 


itinerant fundamentalist minister. As 
such, he was not only poor, but giggled 
at. The family religion, Wesleyan Meth­ 
odist, was in those days hinted as the 
Holy Rollers. Services were highly emo­ 
tional. Amens, Hallelujahs. McGovern 
was raised on the proposition that to 
blaspheme was to risk eternal dam­ 
nation. 
Mrs. Grace Kielbach, 79. lived across 
the street from the McGoverns then and 
recalls: “I won’t say anything about the 
religion. It’s changd now. George him­ 
self was a good boy, I think, but very 
plain. I remember him riding around in a 
wagon. I don’t know if it was his. I don’t 
know if they owned a wagon. Oh. Yes. 
He was very plain.” 


McGovern remained very plain. And 
very poor. The family moved several 
times, finally to Mitchell, but hard times 
followed. There were the days, between 
1920 and the early 1930s, when South Da­ 
kota real estate prices fell almost 60 per 
cent, when farm income was cut by al­ 
most two-thirds. When one in five farm­ 
ing iamilies went broke, and when, says 
an old timer, “if you heard a shot from 
your neighbor’s place you knew he either 
was out hunting jack rabbits or he just 
got tired of owing the bank.” 
NOBODY KNOWS exactly how bad the 


McGovern family had it, says Bruce Sto­ 
ner, a friend of the senator’s, now editor 
of the Mitchell newspaper, “But in those 
days the preacher was always the last 
one paid.” McGovern himself isn’t ex­ 
plicit on how his family fared, but says 
instead it was a miserable time for ev­ 
eryone: 
“My most vivid boyhood memories go 
back to those difficult days in windswept, 
drought-ridden South Dakota. I remem­ 
ber seeing dry’, parched topsoil swept 
into the air by winds that sometimes 
made the noonday sun as black as mid­ 
night. I remember the discouragement of 
farmers receiving checks for shipments 
of hogs that did not cover the trucking 
expenses. (Those bleak days were) the 
first time I saw a grown man cry.” 
McGovern took to the books. He was 
not a brilliant student, but a plodding 
one. He remembers in his biography, 
reading all night until the first light of 
dawn 
and 
then worrying 
about being 
sleepy during church service. 
“I know George was kind of bookish, 
all right,” says Kenny Jones, a high 
school classmate. “He didn’t date much. 
He didn’t play sports. He didn’t have 
many friends as I recall. But, hell, that’s 
the way most of us were then. It was 
tough then. We didn’t have time to goof 
off like the kids today. My old man 
deserted me when I was ll. I had to 
work since I was a kid to help support 
the family. I suppose George did the 
same.” 
The one McGovern attempt at whimsy 
was debating. Despite a generally shy 
nature, he became one of the best, if 
least emotional, team polemists in the 
s t a t e . 
And 
even then, 
says 
Bob 


McCardle. now superintendent of Mit­ 
chell schools, “George wa kind of a 
dogooder.” 
In college (Dakota Wesleyan) he won 
a statewide competition with an argu­ 
ment entitled “My Brother’s Keepers ” 
The only one in the region who could 
match him, as it happened, was a shape­ 
ly Woonsocket teenager named Eleanor 
Stegeberg. 
SHE BEAT HIM so badly one time he 
complained to his parents that she 
“flirted with the judges.” It was a rare 
flash of chauvinism for the future sena­ 
tor. He married her, of course. They now 
have five children, a dog and an agree­ 
ment that women really don’t have to 
flirt with the judges to beat men. 
McGovern went to war in 1943. Flew 35 
missions as a bomber pilot out of North 
Africa. Won a Distinguished Flying Cross 
for saving a badly battered plane. And 
returned home thoroughly disgusted with 
death and destruction. 
“I remember one night after the war,” 
says Phyllis Steuben, McGovern’s sister- 


in-law, “George and my dad were sitting 
around talking. George was holding his 
first baby. My dad said something about 
the war and said that every generation 
had to go through it. George replied that, 
oh no, the next generation wouldn’t, not 
if he had anything to do with it. I re­ 
member that very well. George hasn’t 
changed much in all these years.” 
To be sure, George McGovern has not 
changed much. At least not to his sup­ 
porters. His jet campaigns today are a 
far cry from his political beginnings (he 
started as the chairman f his state’s par­ 
ty when there were only two Democrats 
in the 110-man South Dakota legislature; 
then became the state’s first Democratic 
member of the U.S. Congress in 26 
years). 
His $115,000 Washington home is light 
years east of the creaky “boyhood” 
house which has recently been refur­ 
bished in Avon. And he has strayed so 
far from the state’s customary political 
sentiments that an American Legion post 
has tried to impeach him. 


“But his concern for people,” says Mit­ 
chell plumber Don Swanson, “is th# 
same as ever. Man, I’ve eaten plenty of 
beans with this guy. And I can tell you 
he is still the finest fella South Dakota 
will ever know.” 
JUST THE SAME, South Dakotans 
aren’t about to deify ole George. People 
are proud of him, but not really excited. 
He is, after all, merely a politician. And 
politicians, even the halest kind, are 
very suspect here on the prairie. “An 
honest politician,” say the boys in the 
bars, “is one who when he’s bought, 
stays bought.” 
And so. There’ll be no public adoration 
of George McGovern, ole George, nice 
fella, “but a bit on the flighty side isn’t 
he?” At least not right now. No statues, 
no plaques, no appreciation day, no rush 
to rechisel the side of Mt. Rushmore. 
“There’s nothing personal in it,” says a 
farmer with a grin. “Hubert Humphrey 
was raised just 50 miles north of here — 
and nobody pays much attention to him, 
either.”

She Saw A Need And Opened A Business

Thirteen years ago Ramona Newton 


took a good long look at the northwest 
suburbs. 


She saw a number of towns beginning 


to attract big business and industry - 
among them Elk Grove Village which 
was in the midst oE building Centex i£ 
clustrial complex. 


She saw a mushrooming job market 


that was ready to employ hundreds of 
people, 


She saw a service she could provide 


for both job seekers and businesses — a 
service not then provided in the area. 


Ramona already held three part-time 


jobs: secretary to the Des Plaines Com- 
munity Chest, welcoming Elk Grove 
shoppers to Des Plaines for the Des 
PJaines Chamber of Commerce, and 
working for an architect. Despite a busy 
work schedule and responsibilities as 
wife and mother, she decided to enter 
business for herself and opened The 
Workshop, 


"I STARTED AS a complete novice in 


the fietd o£ employment service/1 she 
said* "I had worked in personnel and felt 
I was just moving to another level of that 
type of work," 


Armed with determination, Ramona 


visited the Department of tabor to learn 
how to start an agency. Her husband, 
Walt, joined her as a partner* She re- 
ceived permission of her boss at the ar- 
chitectural firm to begin operating her 
agency out'of lias office until she could 
find permanent quarters, 


Three months later, Ramona was in 


business, The Workshop, now the oldest 
employment service in the northwest 
suburbs, opened its doors at 570 North- 
west HwyM DCS Plaines, with Ramona 
and one other employee matching up 
people and jobs, 


"Our opening was perfect timing/' 


she said, "There were so many com- 
panies moving out here/* 


From the time she opened her com- 


pany, Ramona has operated under her 
own strong principles of "good busi- 
ness/* "We have tried 
+to build up the 


feeling of service - to the point that we 
call Mil-self an employment service rath- 
er than an agency/' shesatt. 


"The company, not the applicant, pays 


us a fee for a placement. If you're doing 
a service for a company, you should send 
them only persons who are qualified. We . 
won't send bodies out on interviews; we 
ttnd only qualified persons/' 


RAMONA HAS also always paid her 


own employes by salary rather tlian on 
commission believing that "this way the 
girl is working for me and for the appli- 
cant. She's not out to make a buck for 
herself whether the placement is right or 
wrong, 


"I'm the middle man: I'm the one the 


company blames if a person doesn't 
work out well, The reason I've stayed in 
business is because I've tried to satisfy 
both applicant and employer, Some of 
the women I placed iO, 11 and 12 years 
ago ore still on the job/' she said, 


Things have changed considerably in 


tha 13 years Ramona has been in bust- 
ness* Today's job market is tn a sorry 
state compared to even six years ago, 


"Even in this market there is still a 


tremendous need for skilled help ~~ espe- 
cially women with office skills: key- 


, dictaphone, figure work/* she 


said, 


The secretarial field continues to be 


the most open field <for women, "This is 
one area I'm upset about, There are very 
excellent commercial fields being taught 
in all schools and yet girls are not taking 
the courses and counselors are not push- 
ing them. Many girls leave -high school 
and even college unskilled when they 
could have used their elective* to get 
secretarial skills. Art, family living or 
music won't get them a job after gradu- 
ation/' 


"WE RARELY SEE girls who have 


taken commercial courses after they 
graduate," she continued, "A number of 
companies go right to the schools to re- 
cruit them. They know those gals know 
how to work." 


The Workshop has specialized in plac- 


ing skilled office workers but has placed 
executives and those seeking managerial 
positions, Ramona has seen changes in 
the clients coming to her over the years. 
4 


"I see almost as many men as women 


now — even though we don't advertise 
for them. They are returning service- 
men, non-working teachers, older men; 
there is more desperation because of the 
job shortage/' 


"Employers are becoming highly se- 


lective/1 she added, "Today they want to 
interview 20 girls for a Job or ask to see 
10 more after already interviewing some 
very qualified girls. But then the employ- 
er can afford to be selective." 


The applicant is on the other end of the 


"employer's market" "I'd advise every* 
body today — hang onto your job; be 
grateful for that paycheck. Don't give up 
the job you have until you are sure you 
have another one/' she said* 


THE STAFF SHE employs has ex- 


panded and diminished along with em- 
ployment needs in the business world, 
Presently Ramona and one other woman 
run the office with Walt taking care of 


• advertising, public relations and filling in 


when needed* 


Walt, a free lance actor, announcer 


and food columnist, also has assumed the 
duties as chief cook in the Newton house- 
hold. "When I first started the business, 
we agreed that the one who gets home 
first starts dinner/' Ramona explained. 
"I always manage to be late; Walt's 
cooked for the last 13 years/* 


For Ramona, business has not Inter* 


fcrred with being a woman and being a 
woman has not posed any problems in 
being in business. "Being a woman has 
been an asset,11 she said, "Most of our 
contacts are with personnel interviewers 
who are also usually women.'1 


"The biggest problem we face is that 


personnel directors change so often, The 
old one rarely leaves messages of whom 
n 


they used as an employment service for ' 
the new one, As a result we are con- 
stantly wooing new directors." 


The former novice has turned into a 


knowledgeable professional, acquiring her 
own valuable skills over the years, 'Tve 
learned the ability to listen, to counsel 
and absorb/' Ramon a said. "I learned 
patience and control of myself. And I've 
learned an awful lot about people.*'

Ramona Newton’s Employment Service 


She Saw A Need And Opened I Business

Thirteen years ago Ramona Newton 
took a good long look at the northwest 
suburbs. 


She saw a number of towns beginning 
to attract big business and industry — 
among them Elk Grove Village which 
was in the midst of building Centex in­ 
dustrial complex. 


She saw a mushrooming job market 
that was ready to employ hundreds of 
people. 


She saw a service she could provide 
for both job seekers and businesses — a 
service not then provided in the area. 


Ramona already held three part-time 
jobs: secretary to the Des Plaines Com­ 
munity Chest, welcoming Elk Grove 
shoppers to Des Plaines for the Des 
Plaines Chamber of Commerce, and 
working for an architect. Despite a busy 
work schedule and responsibilities as 
wife and mother, she decided to enter 
business for herself and opened The 
Workshop. 


“ I STARTED AS a complete novice in 
the field of employment service,” she 
said. “ I had worked in personnel and felt 
I was just moving to another level of that 
type of w'ork.” 


Armed with determination, Ramona 
visited the Department of Labor to learn 
how to start an agency. Her husband, 
Walt, joined her as a partner. She re­ 
ceived permission of her boss at the ar­ 
chitectural firm to begin operating her 
agency out of his office until she could 
find permanent quarters. 
Three months later, Ramona was in 
business. The Workshop, now the oldest 
employment service in the northwest 
suburbs, opened its doors at 570 North­ 
west Hwy., Des Plaines, with Ramona 
and one other employee matching up 
people and jobs. 


“ Our opening was 
perfect 
timing,” 
she said. ‘‘There were so many com­ 
panies moving out here.” 


From the time she opened her com­ 
pany, Ramona has operated under her 
own strong principles of “ good busi­ 
ness.” ‘‘We have tried to build up the 
feeling of service — to the point that we 
call ourself an employment service rath­ 
er than an agency,” she said. 


“ The company, not the applicant, pays 
us a fee for a placement. If you’re doing 
a service for a company, you should send 
them only persons who are qualified. We 
won’t send bodies out on interview's; we 
send only qualified persons.” 


RAMONA HAS also always paid her 
own employes by salary rather than on 
commission believing that “ this way the 
girl is working for me and for the appli­ 
cant. She’s not out to make a buck for 
herself whether the placement is right or 
wrong. 


‘Tm the middle man; I ’m the one the 
company blames if a person doesn’t 
work out well. The reason I ’ve stayed in 
business is because I ve tried to satisfy 
both applicant and employer. Some of 
the women I placed IO, ll and 12 years 
ago are still on the job,” she said. 


Things have changed considerably in 
the 13 years Ramona has been in busi­ 
ness. Today’s job market is in a sorry 
state compared to even six years ago. 


“ Even in this market there is still a 
tremendous need for skilled help — espe­ 
cially w’omen with office skills: key­ 


punch, dictaphone, figure work.’’ she 
said. 


The secretarial field continues to be 
the most open field for women. “ This is 
one area I ’m upset about. There are very 
excellent commercial fields being taught 
in all schools and yet girls are not taking 
the courses and counselors are not push­ 
ing them. Many girls leave high school 
and even college unskilled when they 
could have used their electives to get 
secretarial skills. Art, family living or 
music won’t get them a job after gradu­ 
ation.” 


“ W E RA RELY S EE girls who have 
taken commercial courses after they 
graduate,” she continued. “ A number of 
companies go right to the schools to re­ 
cruit them. They know those gals know 
how to work.” 


The Workshop has specialized in plac­ 
ing skilled office workers but has placed 
executives and those seeking managerial 
positions. Ramona has seen changes in 
the clients coming to her over the years. 
“ I see almost as many men as women 
now — even though w7e don’t advertise 
for them. They are returning service­ 
men, non-working teachers, older men; 
there is more desperation because of the 
job shortage.” 


“ Employers are becoming highly se­ 
lective,” she added. “ Today they want to 
interview 20 girls for a job or ask to see 
IO more after already interviewing some 
very qualified girls. But then the employ­ 
er can afford to be selective.” 
The applicant is on the other end of the 
“ employer’s market.” “ I ’d advise every­ 
body today — hang onto your job; be 
grateful for that paycheck. Don’t give up 
the job you have until you are sure you 
have another one,” she said. 


THE STAFF SHE employs has ex­ 
panded and diminished along with em­ 
ployment needs in the business world. 
Presently Ramona and one other woman 
run the office with Walt taking care of 
advertising, public relations and filling in 
when needed. 
Walt, a free lance actor, announcer 
and food columnist, also has assumed the 
duties as chief cook in the Newton house­ 
hold. “ When I first started the business, 
we agreed that the one wTho gets home 
first starts dinner,” Ramona explained. 
“ I always manage to be late; Walt’s 
cooked for the last 13 years.” 
For Ramona, business has not inter­ 
fered with being a woman and being a 
woman has not posed any problems in 
being in business. “ Being a woman has 
been an asset,” she said. “ Most of our 
contacts are with personnel interviewers 
who are also usually w'omen.” 
“ The biggest problem we face is that 
personnel directors change so often. The 
old one rarely leaves messages of whom 
they used as an employment service for 
the new one. As a result we are con­ 
stantly wooing new directors.” 


The former novice has turned into a 
knowledgeable professional, acquiring her 
own valuable skills over the years. “ I ’ve 
learned the ability to listen, to counsel 
and absorb,” Ramona said. “ I learned 
patience and control of myself. And I ’ve 
learned an awful lot about people.”

Not only is bulletproof glass un- 


necessary, but the manner of con- 
sideration of the bill was typical of 
the kind of last-minute horse-trad- 
ing which occurs at the end of ev- 
ery Springfield session.

House Speaker W, Robert Blair. 
Shortly atier the proposal was in- 
troduced early this spring, it ap- 
peared doomed to defeat — even 
though it was thoroughly publi- 
cised at the time of the shooting of 
Alabama Gov , George C, Wallace. 


However, in the closing hours of 


the session, Blair worked out a 
deal with other members of the 
legislature, If the glass house pro- 
vision lived, an appropriations bill 
for a junior college south of Chi- 
cago would also survive. 


Now, however, thanks to the wis- 


dom of the governor, there's no 
chance the legislators ssill spend 
their coming sesj>iom> in a glass 
house 


However, the rest of the bill is 


alive and does serve a purpose, 
The remaining funds will be used 
to strengthen supports for the vis- 
itors* balconies, strengthen the 


chamber floor, provide new desks 
and chairs for the members and 
other minor changes. 


We would be the last, of course, 


to suggest that the House cham- 
bers might collapse around the 
representatives ears — while, in- 
deed, other elements of the state, 
and sui'e government, are in just 
as bad shape. 


There was a basic danger in

Dear Dorothy: My husband is being 
transferred and we’re looking at several 
homes. The two we like best are served 
by septic tanks. Is there some way we 
can find out anything about the operation 
of septic tanks in these locations? Every­ 
thing looks fine but we’d feel better if we 
were more informed —Mrs. James T. 
You’re wise to start asking such ques­ 
tions. All of us know families who have 
made horrendous errors by picking a 
section without adequate checking 
I d 
suggest you call or wTite the nearest soil 
conservation office of the Department of 
Agriculture. These offices have soil maps 
and descriptions of most homesites and 
can provide all the basic information as 
to how effective the drainage is and what 
risk, if any, you might be taking. We 
lived with a septic tank for 20 years — 
had it cleaned every five years — and 
never had a minute’s trouble.

Dear Dorothy: Do you have a special 
way of cooking corn on the cob so that it 
stays sweet and tender? —Hazel M. 
Bought a large enamel pot specifically 
for cooking corn so I wouldn’t have to 
worry about tarnish (most of my pans 
are aluminum). I put the corn in it to see 
how much water it needs, then take out 
the corn and fill the pan to that water 
mark. I add a tablespoon sugar and a 
tablespoon salt. When the water is boil­ 
ing rapidly, the corn goes in and when 
the water starts boiling again, the timer 
is set for 4 minutes. Then out it comes.

Edison's promotion of electric heating 
was L'environ mentally unsound'* because 
of the wasteful loss of power in con- 
verting energy from coal into electricity 
and from electricity to heat He also 
deplored the use of electric lighting for 
heat in some new office buildings be* 
cause of the extra load it places on air 
conditioning during the summer , 


The committee is a coalition group of 


45 community, civic and environmental 
organizations who have banded together 
to fight for clean air, The Chicago-based 
group represents a constituent member- 
ship of 100tOOO citizens. 


To explore the most rational use of the 


nation's fuel resources in the light of the 
problems caused by the current shortage 
of fuel, Kates proposed that CACC spon- 


sor a workshop on the issue in the com- 
ing year. It would be held in cooperation 
with public utilities, fuel producers, con- 
sumer groups and the energy engineer- 
ing department of the University of Illi- 
nois. 


Kates also called for CACC to plaj a 


watchdog role on state and city environ- 
mental agencies to make certain they 
continue their job of protecting the public 
from the hazards of air pollution. Re- 
search performed by Illinois Institute for 
Environmental Quality should be moni- 
tored to insure that it applies directly to 
practical pollution problems as required 
by law, 


Key accomplishments of CACC during 


its past year of operation, according to 
Kates, were: 


—Defeat of a move which would have 


removed all enforcement powers from 
the Illinois Pollution Control Board, 


—Revocation of variances granted to 


U S* Steel which enable the City of Chi- 
cago to ticket violations at the firm as

Political Contributions 
Get Limited Tax Break 


Commerce Clearing House (CCH) re- 


pirted that individual taxpayers may for 
the first time claim a Lmited credit or 
deduction for political contributions in 
money made after 1971. 


To be eligible for the credit or deduc- 


tion, political contributions must be 
made to 


Individual candidates 
for national, 


state or local elective 
office; 
com- 


mittees, associations, etc,, organized and 
operated exclusively for influencing the 
nomination or election of one or more 
candidates for national, state or local 
elective office, or national, state and lo- 
cal committees of national political par* 
ties 


A national political party, is defined, 


for 1^72, as one whose candidates for 
president and vice president Cor their 
electors) appear on the ballots of 10 or 
more states. 


For contributions in the first two cate- 


gories to be eligible, the candidate or 
candidates m question must have publi- 
cly announced for the office before the 
end of 1972, This need not have occurred 
before the contribution was made* 


In the case of these two categories, the 


contribution must be made for use* in fur- 


thering the candidacy of an announced 
candidate or announced candidates. For 
a contribution to qualify for deduction or 
credit under these two categories the 
recipient candidate or committee must 
file a form with the Internal Revenue 
Service. 


The form for individual candidates is 


Form 4908; the form for committees is 
Form 4909. Basically, these forms re- 
quire representations that contributions 
will be expended in furthering the can- 
didacy of announced candidates* 


The individual taxpayer must have a 


receipt for the contribution A cancelled 
check is adequate, but if this is the only 
receipt, the taxpayer may be called upon 
to establish the eligibility of his contribu- 
tions 


If the candidate or committee 
fur- 


nishes the taxpayer with a "special au- 
thonzed receipt," the taxpayer will not 
be called upon for further substantiation, 


CCH noted that Tax Code Sec. 276 dis- 


allows deductions for advertising m con- 
vention programs of political parties 
(other than Presidential nominating con- 
ventions) for admission to political din- 
ners and programs and for admission to 
inaugural events.

Veto Lauded 


Only For Those With Cast Iron Stomachs

The performance of this state’s 
legislators over the past few years 
is a convincing argument that they 
need as much visibility as possible. 


That’s also the way we’ve felt all 
session 
about 
an 
on-again. 
off- 
again proposal to encase the Illi­ 
nois House of Representatives in 
glass. Accordingly, we’re pleased 
to learn that Gov. Richard Ogilvie 
feels the same way. 


Last Wednesday, Gov. Ogilvie 
vetoed 
a 
portion 
of 
a 
$990,000 
House refurbishing bill. The por­ 
tion in question would have appro­ 
priated 
$100,000 
to 
encase 
the 
House floor in thick, bulletproof 
glass. 


Not only is bulletproof glass un­ 
necessary, but the manner of con­ 
sideration of the bill was typical of 
the kind of last-minute horse-trad­ 
ing which occurs at the end of ev­ 
ery Springfield session. 


The bill had been a pet project of 
House Speaker W. Robert Blair. 
Shortly after the proposal was in­ 
troduced early this spring, it ap­ 
peared doomed to defeat — even 
though it was thoroughly publi­ 
cized at the time of the shooting of 
Alabama Gov. George C. Wallace. 


However, in the closing hours of 
the session. Blair worked out a 
deal with other members of the 
legislature. If the glass house pro­ 
vision lived, an appropriations bill 
for a junior college south of Chi­ 
cago would also survive. 


Now, however, thanks to the wis­ 
dom of the governor, there’s no 
chance the legislators will spend 
their coming sessions in a glass 
house. 


However, the rest of the bill is 
alive and does serve a purpose. 
The remaining funds will be used 
to strengthen supports for the vis­ 
itors’ 
balconies, 
strengthen 
the 


chamber floor, provide new desks 
and chairs for the members and 
other minor changes. 


We would be the last, of course, 
to suggest that the House cham­ 
bers might collapse around the 
representatives ears — while, in­ 
deed, other elements of the state, 
and slate government, are in just 
as bad shape. 


There was a basic danger in 
Blair's proposal (beyond the fact 
that the cost of such a frivolous 
glass wall is a wretched excess). 


Although 
a 
clear 
bulletproof 
glass shield in itself would prob­ 
ably do little to isolate physically 
the legislators from the galleries, 
there is the certain psychological 
effect of a glass wall between the 
law makers and the people. 


In these convulsive times, we 
need to be as close to our lawmak­ 
ers as possible. There's an increas­ 
ing need, conversely, for the legis­ 
lators to make every possible ef­ 
fort to stay close to their con­ 
stituents. 


There's also no indication that 
the bullet-proof glass is needed for 
legislator's 
protection. 
Maniacs 
will take shots at Presidents and 
presidential candidates; but in a 
maniac’s twisted mind, state legis­ 
lators have not served as targets. 


We commend Gov. Ogilvie 
for 
his veto. As we commented, edito­ 
rially on May 17: 


“The 
rationale 
behind 
these 
windshields is that they would re­ 
duce noise from the gallery and 
protect the legislators from vocal 
interference, should the spectators 
become obnoxious. 


“We 
also 
presume 
that 
the 
speaker of the House would be able 
to cut off sound from the floor to 
the gallery should the legislators 
become obnoxious.’’

Passage of the Northwest sub­ 
urb’s own paramedic bill by the Il­ 
linois General Assembly came as 
welcome news a few7 weeks ago 
and now we wait w ith equal antici­ 
pation the signature of Governor 
Richard Ogilvie on the approved 
legislation. 


The governor is expected to sign 
nto law the paramedic bill which 
>riginated from this suburban area 
and which will directly aid the 
emergency 
treatment 
of 
those 
struck ill in our neighborhoods. 


The enabling legislation which 
allows trained firemen to handle 
emergency medical treatment un- 
ler the direction of a doctor head­ 
quartered at Northwest Commu- 
lity Hospital now awaits the gover- 
aor's final approval. 


The idea for the law’ originated 
vith Mrs. Janet Schwettman of In- 
/erness who saw a clear need for 
greater emergency care for the ill 
rn the way to the hospital and al­ 


most 
singlehandedly 
shepherded 
the idea through the legislative 
process. 


Aiding her were the representa­ 
tives of the Northwest suburbs who 
meet the needs of their community 
by passing the matter through both 
Illinois houses of government. 


Now, a final suggestion. A fitting 
capstone to this whole pleasant af­ 
fair would be for Governor Ogilvie 
to come to the Northwest suburbs 
to sign the legislation into law7.

Voting Machine Solutions Needed 


This letter is in reply to Roger Capet- 
tini's column of Friday, June 23. Mr. Ca- 
pettini stated a number of facts con­ 
cerning the voting machine situation in 
Cook County. I have no quarrel with 
these facts only with Mr. Capettini’s lack 
of solutions to the problem. 
Cook County will have 3.800 voting ma­ 
chines in time for the November election. 
Granted, this is a large number of ma­ 
chines. Other cities, however, have ma­ 
chines and are well able to provide vot­ 
ers with the proper service. 
The city of Milwaukee, for example, 
has 1.000 machines. Maintenance of these 
machines requires one full time and six 
to eight part-time employees hired ten 
days prior to an election. The part-time 
work force comes from off-duty police­ 
men, firemen and other civil employees 
and paid volunteers from both political 
parties. 
As far as training is concerned, Mr. 
Milton Gruenwald. chief custodian for 
the city of Milwaukee, stated in the Chi­ 
cago Tribune, February ll. that ‘‘he can 
train a man to do the job in two practice 
sessions." 
The cities of Denver and Minneapolis 
solve the problem in much the same 
manner. 
Mr. Capettini further decries the lack 
of ‘‘savings’’ involved in the $174,000 cut 
back, $30,000 of which was spent bringing 


in Shoup mechanics from Pennsylvania. 
Aside from the wisdom of hiring out of 
state mechanics, simple arithmetic still 
gives an overall savings of S14AOOO, a 
considerable sum any day.

We reason 
today that, if a reporter goes behind 
closed doors, the public should go in, too.

Our reasoning is we can do a better 
and completer job of covering Harper or 
any other governing body if we do not 
venture behind the scenes. 


Now, board members will argue that 
going behind the scenes helps both the 
paper and the college. They reason that 
the Herald and Harper (or whatever tax­ 
ing body) have an obligation to work to­ 
gether for the good of the community. 


And, indeed, our editorial page is de­ 
signed to do just that — work for the 
good of the Northwest suburbs. And often 
our news coverage works for the “good 
of the community’’ by reporting the good 
news that does happen here. 


But, it seems to me, our job is to re­ 
port the news. Some of that news is go­ 
ing to be about the misdeeds of our elect­ 
ed officials. That’s bad news, and we 
aren't going to gloss over it.

Rebgion is a subject that stirs up 


strong differences of opinion, and anyone 
who writes about it itm expect to receive 
a bit of abusive mail 


But even an old hand *t the business is 


surprised sometimes bv the intensity of 
the response. 


The largest volume of irate mail I've 


received in years was provoked by what 
f thought was an offhand, obvious state* 
mcnU That no moral issue is involved m 
the current vogue of men wearing their 
foair long, 


From aU parts of the country* letters 


poured in quoting the 14th verse of the 
Itfch chapter of St. Paul's First Letter to 
the Corinthians: 


"Nature herself teaches you that long 


hair is a ttesgraceful thing for a man," 


None of my correspondents was pre- 


pared to accept the possibility that Paul 
in this passage was merely expressing 
his oitn personal prejudices, conditioned 
by the Greek culture in which he lived. 


BUT IT IS obvious from the context 


that is what Paul was doing. In the sen- 
tence immediately preceding, he says: 


"Judge for yourselves; Is it proper for 


a woman to pray to God in public uor- 
sliip with nothing on her head?'1 


The women of 1st century Corinth 


could have answered that easily enough, 
In their culture, only whores went 
around without veils on their heads, That 
is no longer true — so Paul's admonition 
that a respectable woman should v>ear a 
list m church simply is irrelevant to our 
tune and society. It is. m fact, precisely 
as irrelevant a$ his view that long male 
hmr is contrary to "nature*" 


The conservative Protestant magazine 


Christianity Today — always an arti- 
culate defender of the authority of the 
Bible — gave prominent display recently 
to an article warning evangelicals: "It Is 
an error simply to take a biblical in- 
junction out (X its cultural context and 
attempt to reproduce it in our society 
without reflection upon its significance,'1 


To make ilic Christian gospel mean- 


ingful to people of many different cul- 
tures — not only those of distant lands, 
but also to oui' own youth subculture — it 
is imperative to extract its timeless truth 
from any particular cultural context, the 
article said. 


ULTRA-FUNDAMENTALISTS 
won't 


buy this, They are wedded absolutely to 
the doctrine that every line of the Bible 
represents a verbatim utterance of God 
himself, 


This stance has the virtue of protecting 


scriptural authority from the gradual

Clean Air Coordinating Committee 
Promotion Of Electric Heating Hit

NEW YORK (UPI) — Ever wonder 
why you come home from a shopping 
trip with so many things you never 
planned to buy? 
As you unload your grocery bags, you 
say to yourself, “ Did I need all this?” 
Maybe not, say advertising men in the 
know, but it’s all part of the advertising 
business to create such happenings. 
According to the Point of Purchase Ad­ 
vertising Institute (POPAI), the trade 
association representing major point of 
purchase firms throughout the country, 
much buying is done on impulse. 
And, says Pres. Howard Stumpf, more 
often than not, the product that sells best 
is the one that catches the eye of the 
consumer at the store. 
Another spokesman quoted advertising 
executive Jerry Della Femina as saying, 
“While we are the guys who get my wife 
to come to the store, it is advertising 
that sells my wife on our clients’ prod­ 
ucts.” 
POINTS OF purchase advertising — 
the displays, the gadgets, the signs, the 
devices — is a $2 billion a year business. 
According to another member of POPAI, 
Gene Bokor, POP is the “silent sales­ 
m an” acting as the “three second visual 
medium” and “an aid to self selection.” 
The concept of self service shopping, 
says the POPAI executives, is the mov­ 
ing force behind the growth of point of 
purchase buying. Self service stores, 
from drug stores to service stations, are

becoming the American w'ay to shop, the 
POPAI spokesmen report. That is where 
point of purchase advertising becomes so 
valuable, they say. 
“ We’re trying to make shopping easier 
under conditions which seemingly are be­ 
coming more difficult,” Bokor said. Nu­ 
merous strategies are used to bring 
about sales. Common methods are sight, 
using the color of the display to attract 
the buyer. Advertisers also use fra­ 
grance, sound and motion, “anything 
that will stimulate the reason or need to 
buy something.” 
Point of purchase advertising general­ 
ly is paid for directly by the advertiser 
rather than an agency, Stump said. The 
agency concerns itself mainly with tele­ 
vision, radio or print advertising, Stumpf 
added. 
However, said POPAI spokesmen, “We 
are not in competition with ither media, 
POP serves as a reminder.” 
AN EFFICIENT reminder it must be, 
according to John L. Paige, vice presi­ 
dent for sales of Bic Pen Corp. 
“We have found in survey after survey 
that — although advertising plays a ma­ 
jor role*in creating strong brand identi­ 
fication — seven out of IO purchases of 
ball point pens are made (Mi impulse at 
the point of purchase,” he said. 
In a POPAI survey of 6.795 shoppers in 
mass merchandising stores, 2,010, or 30 
per cent, 
purchased 
3,144 unplanned 
items, an average of 1.6 items per shop­ 
per. Of those making unplanned pur­ 
chases, 50 per cent checked “saw it dis­ 
played” as the primary reason for their 
purchase. 
POPAI spokesmen predict increased 
use of point of purchase advertising and 
cite an 8.5 per cent gain in 1971. In­ 
dustries showing the greatest percentage 
increases in POP spending in 1971 were 
automobiles, petroleum products, office 
s u p p I i e s-stationery, soap-detergents, 
hardware and paints, in that order. 
General Motors was the top POP spen­ 
der in 1970, with a layout of $42,750,000. 
POPAI reported. 


Advertising by utility firms about the 
danger of an impending power shortage 
shouldn’t be used to avoid the environ­ 
mental issues involved, said Richard 
Kates, chairman of the Clean Air Coordi­ 
nating Committee (CACC) recently. 
Kates asserted that 
Commonwealth 
Edison’s promotion of electric heating 
was ■‘environmentally unsound” because 
of the wasteful loss of power in con­ 
verting energy from coal into electricity 
and from electricity to heat. He also 
deplored the use of electric lighting for 
heat in some new office buildings be­ 
cause of the extra load it places on air 
conditioning during the summer. 
The committee is a coalition group of 
45 community, civic and environmental 
organizations who have banded together 
to fight for clean air. The Chicago-based 
group represents a constituent member­ 
ship of 100,000 citizens. 
To explore the most rational use of the 
nation’s fuel resources in the light of the 
problems caused by the current shortage 
of fuel, Kates proposed that CACC spon­ 


sor a workshop on the issue in the com­ 
ing year. It would be held in cooperation 
with public utilities, fuel producers, con­ 
sumer groups and the energy engineer­ 
ing department of the University of llJ- 
nois. 
Kates also called for CACC to play a 
watchdog role on state and city environ­ 
mental agencies to make certain they 
continue their job of protecting the public 
from the hazards cf air pollution. Re­ 
search performed by Illinois Institute for 
Environmental Quality should be moni­ 
tored to insure that it applies directly to 
practical pollution problems as required 
by law. 
Key accomplishments of CACC during 
its past year of operation, according to 
Kates, were: 
—Defeat of a move which would have 
removed all enforcement powers from 
the Illinois Pollution Control Board. 
—Revocation of variances granted to 
U. S. Steel w'hich enable the City of Chi­ 
cago to ticket violations at the firm as 
well as agreements on pollution control

Next time you have to (shudder!) pack 
up and make a long-distance move to a 
new house or apartment, investigate the 
pros and cons of a containerized move. It 
could save you quite a bit of money, and 
may spare you several of the major 
headaches of a move. 
This newest wrinkle in the industry ap­ 
pears to offer some of the economies of 
do-it-yourself, without getting you into 
the heavy trucking business. The moving 
company furnishes one or more large 
containers, you do your own packing, 
and the container is then trucked to your 
destination by the company. It’s the 
same technique that has made contain­ 
erization widely used in air and ocean 
cargo shipping. 


ONLY ONE COMPANY so far offers 
the service — Smyth Worldwide Movers, 
of Seattle — but the company’s presi­ 
dent, Douglas B. Barnes, says they have 
offices in most major cities, and agent- 
affiliates in many others. They call the 
service “Enconomove.” 
Containers come in three sizes: IOO, 200 
and 300 cubic feet. The 200-foot size is 
about seven feet long and five feet wide. 
The company estimates that two of these 
will take care of an average two-bed­ 
room move, but warns that “ Econo­ 
move” probably isn’t for the three-bed­ 
room family with a basement and garage 
filled with the accumulations of a life­ 
time. 
The do-it-yourself part of the move be­ 
gins with getting the container. You rent 
a utility trailer or pickup truck — either 
one should take the 200-foot size comfort­ 
ably — and drive to the warehouse. 
There appropriately muscled personnel 
will (we’ve been assured) load the con­ 
tainer onto your truck or trailer.

Trundle your container home, pack it 
yourself, drive back to the warehouse, 
and the muscle men take charge. 
Charges are determined only by cubic 
feet of space — so the more you can 
cram into a container, the more cheaply 
you move. 
Barnes says the cost of a containerized 
move falls “about midway” between that 
of a conventional moving van and crew, 
and that of the pure do-it-yourself job 
where you rent a truck, pack it and drive 
it. 


WE PRICED, as an example, the cost 
of moving a container from Cleveland to 
New York — 486 road miles, says the 
World Almanac. The charge for a 10O- 
foot container is $105, and for a 200-foot 
container just twice that, $210. You're 
charged strictly on cubic feet times mile­ 
age. 


Barnes claims as other advantages of 
containerized moving: 
—Less risk of furniture damage or 
loss, since goods are not handled again 
by anyone, once your container is sealed. 
—Deliveries can usually be made fas­ 
ter, since less time is required for en 
route pickup and unloading of shipments. 
(The containers move, not in vans, but 
on flatbed trucks.) 
—The ease of handling containers “vir­ 
tually eliminates storage costs’* — a 
large plus, if true, since storage costs 
have been known to equal the cost of the 
move itself.

Get Limited Tax Break 


Commerce Clearing House (CCH) re­ 
puted that individual taxpayers may for 
the first time claim a limited credit or 
deduction for political contributions rn 
money made after 1971. 
To be eligible for the credit or deduc­ 
tion, 
political 
contributions 
must 
be 
made to: 
Individual 
candidates 
for 
national, 
state or 
local 
elective 
office; 
com­ 
mittees, associations, etc., organized and 
operated exclusively for influencing the 
nomination or election of one or more 
candidates for national, state or local 
elective office; or national, state and lo­ 
cal committees of national political par­ 
ties. 
A national political party, is defined, 
for 1972, as one whose candidates for 
president and vice president (or their 
electors) appear on the ballots of IO or 
more states. 
For contributions in the first two cate­ 
gories to be eligible, the candidate or 
candidates in question must have publi­ 
cly announced for the office before the 
end of 1972. This need not have occurred 
before the contribution was made. 
In the case of these two categories, the 
contribution must be made for use in fur­ 


thering the candidacy of an announced 
candidate or announced candidates. For 
a contribution to qualify for deduction or 
credit under these two categories the 
recipient candidate or committee must 
file a form with the Internal Revenue 
Service. 
The form for individual candidates is 
Form 4908; the form for committees is 
Form 4909. Basically, these forms re­ 
quire representations that contributions 
will be expended in furthering the can­ 
didacy of announced candidates. 
The individual taxpayer must have a 
receipt for the contribution. A cancelled 
check is adequate, but if this is the only 
receipt, the taxpayer may be called upon 
to establish the eligibility of his contribu­ 
tions. 
If the candidate or committee fur­ 
nishes the taxpayer with a “special au­ 
thorized receipt,” the taxpayer will not 
be called upon for further substantiation. 
CCH noted that Tax Code Sec. 276 dis­ 
allows deduction4? for advertising in con­ 
vention programs of political parties 
(other than Presidential nominating con­ 
ventions) for admission to political din­ 
ners and programs and for admission to 
inaugural events.

religion 
writers who yearn sincerely to report 
good news of religion (in spite of some­ 
thing of a dearth of such) the opening 
day of this year’s Southern Baptist Con­ 
vention CSBC) was glorious. 
For one thing, the nation’s second larg­ 
est denomination (11.8 million members 
— and still growing) elected as its new 
president a Mississippian who is a reli­ 
gious statesman of high caliber. Industri­ 
alist Owen Cooper, during his initial 
press conference as President-elect, re­ 
vealed unusual intelligence in not at­ 
tempting to answer questions in which he 
is not well versed — and at the same 
time admitting it, rather than attempting 
to cover by evasion. 
But there were few issues on which he 
is not well informed, his long record of 
admirable social consciousness being 
well implemented with thorough con­ 
geniality and balanced by tolerant and 
sensible religious devotion. 
His election wras announced moments 
after the overwhelming majority of the 
convention's 11,000 delegates ( “ messen­ 
gers” ) had acted with admirable dis­ 


patch in putting a vociferous handful of 
ultraconservative troglodytes back under 
the rocks. 
THIS GROUP, the Fellowship of Con­ 
servative Baptists, was led by Pastor 
Gwin Turner of Los Angeles’ Mar Vista 
Baptist Church. In a resolution, the Rev. 
Turner asked the Convention to order the 
denomination’s publishing house to with­ 
draw all 12 volumes of the Broadman 
Bible Commentary — and have them 
rewritten by theological conservatives. 
(Some 8.000 copies of Volume I of this 
commentary are now locked up in a 
Nashville warehouse, as a result of pre­ 
vious convention victories of Turner’s 
group.) 
Several Baptist state newspapers right­ 
fully excoriated this proposal as an at­ 
tempt to “ stampede the convention into a 
witchhunt” and a “ bookburning in the 
home of the Liberty Bell.” 
But the Rev. Turner’s motion was giv­ 
en the coup de grace by one of the de­ 
nomination’s elder statesmen, former 
SBC pres. Herschell Hobbs of Oklahoma 
City. 
Noting that he had never read a Bible 


Paul Expressed Prejudices

Religion is a subject that stirs up 
strong differences of opinion, and anyone 
who writes about it can expect to receive 
a bit of abusive mail. 
But even an old hand at the business is 
surprised sometimes by the intensity of 
the response. 
The largest volume of irate mail I ’ve 
received in years was provoked by what 
I thought was an offhand, obvious state­ 
ment: That no moral issue is involved in 
the current vogue of men wearing their 
hair long. 
From all parts of the country, letters 
poured in quoting the 14th verse of the 
lith chapter of St. Paul s First Letter to 
the Corinthians: 
“ Nature herself teaches you that long 
hair is a desgraceful thing for a man.” 
None of my correspondents was pre­ 
pared to accept the possibility that Paul 
in this passage was merely expressing 
his own personal prejudices, conditioned 
by the Greek culture in which he lived. 
BUT IT IS obvious from the context 
that is what Paul was doing. In the sen­ 
tence immediately preceding, he says: 
“ Judge for yourselves: Is it proper for 
a woman to pray to God in public wor­ 
ship with nothing on her head?” 
The women of 1st century Corinth 
could have answered that easily enough. 
In 
their 
culture, 
only 
whores 
wrent 
around without veils on their heads. That 
is no longer true — so Paul’s admonition 
that a respectable woman should wear a 
hat in church simply is irrelevant to our 
time and society. It is, in fact, precisely 
as irrelevant as his view that long male 
hair is contrary to “ nature.” 
The conservative Protestant magazine 


Christianity Today — always an arti­ 
culate defender of the authority of the 
Bible — gave prominent display recently 
to an article warning evangelicals: “ It is 
an error simply to take a biblical in­ 
junction out of its cultural context and 
attempt to reproduce it in our society 
without reflection upon its significance.” 
To make the Christian gospel mean­ 
ingful to people of many different cul­ 
tures — not only those of distant lands, 
but also to our own youth subculture — it 
is imperative to extract its timeless truth 
from any particular cultural context, the 
article said. 
ULTRA-FUNDAMENTALISTS 
wont 
buy this. They are wedded absolutely to 
the doctrine that every line of the Bible 
represents a verbatim utterance of God 
himself. 
This stance has the virtue of protecting 
scriptural authority from the gradual 
erosion that took place when biblical crit­ 
ics undertook to determine for them­ 
selves which parts of the text could be 
regarded as authentic. But it also leaves 
the biblical literalist in the position of 
attributing to God some quite bizarre 
statements and admonitions, 
including 
explicit orders for the massacre of wom­ 
en and children in the Israelite conquest 
of Canaan. 
To believe that God really commanded 
the wholesale slaughter of innocents de­ 
scribed in the Book of Joshua is, in my 
opinion, a vastly greater impiety than to 
acknowledge that the human authors of 
the scriptures may on occasion have re­ 
flected 
their 
own 
culture-conditioned 
ideas rather than words dictated to them 
by God. 
Mailman, brace yourself.

South considers bidding 
seven spades, but decides against it on 
the theory that if North holds the queen 
of spades in addition to his aces and king 
he will bid the grand slam himself. He 
wins the opening heart lead and is 
pleased to see that his restraint was the 
correct action.”

If South knows 
about safety plays he has a perfect one 
at his disposal here.”

Commentary with which he could fully 
agree, the venerable pastor threw his full 
pulpit voice into overdrive with a thunde­ 
rously logical observation that it is utter­ 
ly impossible for anyone to write a Bible 
commentary with which all Baptists can 
agree — short of the denomination's 
adopting a creed tan historical anathema 
to Southern Baptists >.

The Rev. Turner then held a press con­ 
ference to announce that the decision, in 
his judgment, hardly represented the de­ 
nomination as a whole, and was due in 
part to the fact that the Philadelphia 
Convention site was so far from the 
heart of Dixie. 


HE THEN proceeded to offer com­ 
ments on a wide variety of subjects, in­ 
cluding pastoral ethics.

approval of any pastor who leaves a 
community with unpaid bills. 


He was then asked if there was any 
truth in reports that he himself had left 
Vicksburg, Miss, two years ago owing a 
personal debt of $9,000 to the Americana 
Recording Studios of Ruston, La.

slightly at this query. He replied that the 
debt was not $9,000 — but he declined to 
mention how much he felt that he still 
owed to Southern Baptist Roger Lawson, 
proprietor of the recording studios, for 
providing albums. At the same time he 
conceded that Lawson had not violated 
contract and he did not dispute Lawson’s 
comment to this writer that Pastor Turn­ 
er’s last payment on the debt was for 
$100, in November of 1970. (Lawson also 
told this writer that he has bad debts in 
excess of $100,000 from Southern Baptist 
pastors and musical directors, including 
$8,300, plus interest, from Turner.) 


The convention was proceeded by the 
annual Baptist Pastors Conference, an 
all-day preaching derby which invariably 
produces one or more homiletical hor­ 
rors. Retired SBC Pres. R. G. Lee of 
Memphis, for example, described bev­ 
erage alcohol as “ sewage in the drink­ 
ing fountain. . .a rattlesnake in the nur­ 
sery. . a rapist in the girls dormito­ 
ry. . .” etc., etc., etc. 
But two days later, Billy Graham told 
a convention press conference: 
“ I know’ this may shock a number of 
Southern Baptists, but I do believe Jesus 
drank wine and that the Bible hardly ad­ 
vocates teetotalling.” 


L u n ar Eclipse NX ill 


Take Place July 26 


Chicago area residents will be able to 
see the last eclipse of 1972, a lunar 
clipse, on Wednesday, July 26. A partial 
eclipse of the moon will be visible as the 
moon passes through the edge of the 
earth's dark inner shadow’ (the umbra). 
The eclipse will begin at 12:55 a m and 
end at 3:36 a m. July 26. 


The best time to watch will be at 2:16 
a m. Wednesday morning at mid-eclipse. 
At that time the earth's curved shadow 
will cover about 55 per cent of the 
moon's disk. 


The eclipse will be visible over all of 
North America, weather permitting. In 
contrast to the solar eclipse, viewing for 
this lunar eclipse will be good in any lo­ 
cation. 


Since moon watching is safe at all 
times, precautions to prevent eye dam­ 
age while watching a lunar eclipse are 
not necessary. 


The next lunar eclipse visible in North 
America will be a partial eclipse on De­ 
cember 9 and IO, 1973.

Like father, like son? 


Sometimes, perhaps, but not in the 
case of Len Fiocca, an English instructor 
and head golf coach at Fremd High 
School who achieved last weekend some­ 
thing his father had tried to do 20 years 
before but had failed to accomplish. 


The younger Fiocca walked off with 
the championship of the 68th Annual Chi­ 
cago Amateur Golf Tournament Satur­ 
day at Palos Country Club, and thereby 
gave the Fiocca family a .500 average in 
the tourney. Len’s father Mario had par­ 
ticipated in the same tournament 20 
years ago w’hen the City Amateur was a 


match-play event at Chicago's Jackson 
Park. But Fiocca the elder had the mis­ 
fortune of running up against eventual 
city champ Bob Erickson in the querter- 
final round and was eliminated. 


However. Len, taking advantage of two 
subpar rounds of 70 and 68 to go with his 
third-round par 72. closed with a cautious 
74 to total 284 and finally gave the Fiocca 
family a City Amateur champion. Len. 24 
years old and a former all-American a: 
Western Illinois University, held off i 
mild challenge by Gerry Warner dun g 
the last round. 


Fiocca entered Saturday’s finale with a 


five-stroke advantage but found himself 
nursing a slim two-stroke margin after 
IO holes. On that 10th, Fiocca lost a 
stroke to Warner when he missed a short 
birdie putt and then watched as Warner 
sank a five-footer for a birdie. But Len 
came back to birdie No. ll and clear 
himself of any further serious challenge. 


“ After that 10th hole, I thought I’d 
have the yips the rest of the way 
around.” Fiocca said, “ but after No. ll 
Gerry couldn’t seem to get it going.” 


The victory for Fiocca was unique in 
two ways. First, it was his first major 
triumph in area amateur golf com­ 


petition. And second, the five-stroke lead 
he held heading into the final round put 
him in the unfamiliar position of having 
to look back over his shoulder and worry 
about other golfers trying to catch him 
instead of the other way around. 


“ It’s the first time I ’ve ever been in a 
position when I had to play it safe." 
Fiocca confessed. “ When you get a lead 
like I had, you start trying to play it 
smart — almost too safe — and you wind 
up playing it stupid.” 


But if Len played it stupid Saturday, 
he probably will hope he can be just as 
stupid in his future tournaments.

It was a situation Hersey is familiar 
with as a school, but the names were 
switched around.

Drag Racing: A Family Affair For Wheeling’s Meyers

Racing is strictly a family affair with 
the Meyer clan of 1205 Sarasota, Wheel­ 
ing.

$500,000 Storm 
Damage Comes To 
Hoffman Estates 


High winds ripped through the south- 


east end of Hoffman Estates Friday 
night demolishing homes and causing an 
estimated $500,000 in damages, but not 
one injury was reported. 


The path of destruction began at Ber- 


kley Lane near Grand Canyon Parkway, 
hop-scotching its way toward Conant 
High School, which went untouched by 
the storm. 


But not so at Fair-view Elementary 


School. 146 Arizona Blvd., which was ex- 
tensively damaged when large roof sec- 
tions were torn from the building and 
windows were broken throughout. 


Personal property damjgc was most 


severe in the duplex homes along Ber- 
kley Lane and Grissom streets, and in 
Parcel C at the Buckeye Drive-Chandler 
Lane intersection. 


Gas lines were broken sending resi- 


dents fleeing from their homes across 
the area, and electrical lines were down 
leaving large pockets of the community 
without power. A transformer damaged 
on Bode Road west of Rosalie Road sent 
sparks into the air, lighting the sky dur- 
ing the early hours Saturday until Com- 
monwealth Edison crew workers could 
begin servicing the area. 


"We didn't have a damn fire. I don't 


know how lucky we can get." said Chief 
Carl Selke of the Hoffman Estates Fire 
fighters worked well into the night on 
salvage efforts while police and civil de- 
fense personnel provided additional aid. 


But 
Selke. 
whose 
home 
suffered 


serious damage, like most in the midst of 
the tornado-like onslaught, was most 
amazed by the void of injuries. 


He said the wind began its ripping path 


at about 11 p m. Friday and had cleared 
the area in less than two minutes. 


Damage began on Berkley Lane where 


a construction trailer was lifted into the 
air and smashed into a duplex being 
built there Both were demolished. 


The roofs were lifted off several resi- 


dences along Berkley Lane and dozens of 
windows were broken as the high wind 
moved across to Grissom Street in the 
same destructive fashion 


Ironies were great during the after- 


math where duplex homes were viewed 
with one unit destroyed by the storm 
while the other unit, joined by a common 
wall, was left totally intact. 


Then, in a selective like way, the winds 


"decapitated a house at 138 W. Bode 
Rd.; toppled the steeple of the First 
Christian Church of Hoffman Estates, Il- 
linois Boulevard and Roselle Road; and 
tore apart a large section of the house at 
105 Forest View Ln. 


L o o k i n g Saturday at Cumberland 


Street homes that back onto Roselle 
Road it could be seen where the frames 
of picket fences were left standing while 
homes there were near buried in the de- 
bris of pointed wooden strips, fallen 
trees, and a storage shed lifted off its 
foundation and sent flying across a back- 
yard there. 


Across the entire Parcel C subdivision 


were sporadic scenes of demolished cars, 
collapsed garages, and devastated swim- 
ming pools. Also plentiful were fallen 
trees and antennas and broken windows. 


Yet, no place .was hit worse than the 


two homes at 103 and 105 Buckeye Dr., 
where the roofs and wall sections were 
torn clear of the homes occupied by 11 
persons. 


A swimming pool was found sitting 


atop a telephone pole behind the two 
dwellings Friday night and strips of 
aluminum siding were still hanging from 
the wires on Saturday. 


DEVASTATED HOMES at 103 and 105 Buckeye Dr., 
Hoffman Estates were two dwellings most dam- 
aged when high winds tore through the southeast 


part of town. Dozens of families were left home- 
less, but all were safe afterward. The duplex area 
along Grissom Street and Berkley Lane suffered 


the highest concentration of damage along with 
the Buckeye Drive area in the Parcel C subdivision. 


Havoc—But Not A Scratch On Them

No one could get over how 11 people, 


who a few hours earlier were peacefully 
occupying the homes at 103 and 105 
Buckeye, escaped the destruction there 


without a scratch 


A pretty blond woman, Phyllis Tan- 


tillo, was leaning on a piece of furni- 
ture. She was the victim at "105" she 
said, as her husband, Donald, sat 
slouched in an easy chair, a dazed look 
still on his face. 


His house had been devastated but he 


had survived the destruction around him 
with his wife and their two young sons 
He was a happy man, all things consid- 
ered. 


Suburbs Dig Out Of Summer Storm's Aftermath 


In the aftermath of this season's worst 


and most dangerous storm, hundreds of 
Northwest suburban residents spent the 
weekend reclaiming their damaged prop- 
erty, or. in the most severe instances, 
tried to find temporary shelter while 
their homes were restored. 


The fierce summer storm which gener- 


ated tornado-like winds tore through the 
suburbs Friday night causing death and 
injuries, and hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of property damage 


The rain and high winds (ook a path on 


a line from Hoffman tlstates to Des 
Plaines and eastward. Extensive damage 
was repor'ed all along this line while 
communities Ju^t north snd south of the 
wind's path received little damage. 


Among the most severely hit areas was 


the south end of Arlington Heights near 
Forest View High School where roofs of 
buildings were cither badly damaged or 
simply torn from the structures. 


MIRACULOUSLY, no one was injured 


when high winds ripped the roof off two 
buildings in the Shalamar apartment 


complex, forcing at least 20 persons to 
flee their apartments. 


Among those who left their apartment 


about 11 p.m. Friday when the storm hit 
were a 70-year-old woman, Mrs. M. L. 
Sutton, and Vernon Manning who craw- 
led from his apartment without the 
crutches he normally uses for walking, 
witnesses said. 


According to apartment owner Gerald 


Marcy, most of those evacuated from the 
top floor of the building found temporary 
shelter with other residents of the com- 
plex "Most people doubled up," Marcy 
said. "We told them they could go to a 
motel if they wanted but most said they 
wanted to stay right here." 


A model apartment 
unit was also 


opened to house the displaced tenants, 
Marcy said. 


Tenants and workmen were busy all 


day Saturday cleaning up debris left by 
the storm and attempting to salvage 
some of the damaged property. 


"ALREADY WE'VE got a lot of it 


cleaned up," Marcy said Saturday, ad- 


ding he hoped the roofs could be restored 
soon, possibly by the end of next week 


The two buildings damaged, located at 


2206 and 2210 Goebbert Road in Arlington 
Heights, were covered with tarpaulins to 
protect the roofless apartments from fur- 
ther damage in the event of more rain. 


Across the street from the Shalamar 


apartments, the roof of Forest View High 
School was reported heavily damaged, 
also, including the destruction of the 
press box on the athletic field 


In Mount Prospect, damage was less 


extensive. The storm blew out all the 
windows at a service station on Rand 
Road A home patio was reported par- 
tially destroyed Police reported several 
cars were damaged by debris Police re- 
ceived many reports of power failures, 
downed wires, broken window and mal- 
functioning stoplights. 


ELSEWHERE IN THE immediate vi- 


cinity, 
communities reported mostly 


matters of inconvenience rather than 
severe damage. Widespread electrical 
power failures were blamed for at least 


two accidents when traffic signals at in- 
tersections were rendered useless. 


In Arlington Heights a two-car collis- 


sion at the intersection of Golf and Ar- 
lington Heights road sent a Palatine 
woman to the hospital with serious in- 
juries Police reported that both traffic 
and street lights were out when a car 
driven by Kenneth Warner of 1500 
Dempster, Mount Prospect, collided with 
a second car driven by Bernard Smith of 
440 W Palatine Rd. A passenger m the 
Smith car, Leslie June Manday of Pala- 
tine was taken to Northwest Community 
Hospital where she was reported m 
serious condition. 


Another minor accident was reported 


at Northwest Highway and Lincoln in 
Palatine after the stoplight went out. 


Palatine residents were warned of the 


approaching storm when at 8:25 p.m a 
10-second blast of the tornado warning 
was authorized 
by village 
officials 


Sometime later the warning was again 
sounded, but this time by the storm it- 
self. Officials speculate that the storm's

"What do we do with the house7 Where 


do we go from here," Mrs Tantillo 
asked. It was the same question dozens 
of people were asking in the wee hours 
Saturday 
morning 
after 
tornado-like 


winds played havoc with the southeast 
portion of Hoffman Estates. 


"My pretty new wallpaper in the boy's 


room," she said, somehow not really car- 
ing. Her sons Michael, 2Vz, and Brian, 
iVfe, were sleeping soundly near by . 
that's all that really mattered 


Her questions left to be answered by 


insurance people, Mrs. Tantillo, told 
about her expeience. It's the same type 
of story that is being told by many of the 
people in Hoffman Estates. 


The Tantillos were playing cards close 


to 11 p.m. Friday with Mr. and Mrs Ger- 
ald Phillip, whose house at 103 Buckeye 
was also destroyed. In the Tantillo house 
were the couple's young boys. In the 
Phillip's house were their five children 
who in the aftermath were also found 
safe. 


"The lights began flickering," she 


said, about a time when the card game 
was still going on. "Then we felt the 
pressure and the windows blew out," s\ie 
added about the tornado so many people 
sure hit the community. The national 
weather service called it extensive high 
winds. 


"We grabbed our kids and hit the 


floor," said Phyllus. Michael was up 
Brian was sleeping in a bedroom 


From that point she's not certain what 


happened for a while. 


"We didn't know the roof had blown off 


the house until someone, I didn't know 
who, came in the house and told us to get 
off the floor 


"I told my husband to turn off the pow- 


er but when he reached for the box on 
the wall he said 'there is no wall' 


"We heard gas and told the neighbors 


to get out (of the area). I don't know 
where we went" But. young Rich Doan, 
whose parents house the Tamllos were 
staying in. said they went over to Donald 
Martin's house on Arizona Boulevard He 
is a Hoffman Estates patrolman. 


After the card playing couples were up 


on their feet again, Gerald Phillips ran 
next door to his devastated house, report- 
edly passing one of his five children 
without noticing. 


Phillip's son Steven, 13, was staying 


with his younger siblings. Knowing what 
was coming before the storm struck he 
had gathered them all and laid them on 
the house floor 


Jean, 11, Jack, 9; Janet Ann, 6, and 


Joanm, 2; the four other Phillips children 
were all spared any injury; credited to 
their oldest brother's quick thinking and 
action. 


Their father, speaking from the spared 


house of a neighbor, 50 feet away said, 
"We're pretty happy about it I don't 
care about the house right now " 


Though hesitant to talk to the press, 


Phillips later added: "You know you live 
in a tornado path, but never believe it 
will hit you. You hear warnings all the 
time but they're just like any other 
weather cast, until a tornado hits. 


"That's the only time you can know 


what it's like 


"The fire department, the people in 


this community itself the hospitality and 
human feeling that's been shown here I 
can't say enough for it It's great " 


Outside the two houses, as the stricken 


families settled down the night with 
neighbors, two Hoffman Estates aux- 
iliary police, Mike Slavik and Norm Sim- 
ons, stood watch over the devastated 
homes 


Probably they pondered, as did every- 


one else who witnessed the destruction; 
where will these people pick up when the 
sun rises again?

cleaned up," Marcy said Saturday, ad- 
ding he hoped the roofs could be restored 
soon, possibly by the end of next week, 


The two buildings damaged, located at 


2206 and 2210 Goebbert Road in Arlington 
Heights, were covered with tarpaulins to 
protect the roofless apartments from fur- 
ther damage in the event of more rain. 


Across the street from the Shalamar 


apartments, the roof of Forest View High 
School was reported heavily damaged, 
also, including the 'destruction of the 
press box on the athletic Held. 


In Mount Prospect, damage was less 


extensive. The storm blew out all the 
windows at a service station on Hand 
Road.

The other druggist was not sure wheth- 


er Imwood was the man who held up his 
pharmacy but AHana said Imwood ad* 
mitted to both holdups. 


HYNES PHARMACY was robbed the 


evening of July 6 by a bandit who report- 
edly held a store employe at knife point 
while owner Jerry Hynes obtained the 
drugs the bandit had listed on a piece of 
paper, The value of drugs has not yet 
been determined. 


During the Hynes holdup the bandit 


took about $200 in cash from the store's 
cash register and tied up Hynes and the 
store employe with wire he cut from a 


telephone in the store. 


A similar pattern was used when the 


Cumberland Pharmacy was held up May 
25. Although the bandit reportedly did 
not display a knife he indicated he had 
some type of weapon because according 
to the druggist, he had his left hand in 
his jacket pocket during the robbery.
